To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 

County  Borough  of  West  Hartlepool. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Sixth  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  County  Borough  of  West  Hartlepool. 

The  Report  is  classified  as  an  “  Ordinary  Report,”  as  opposed  to 
a  “  Survey  Report,”  and  deals  only  with  facts  and  figures  relating  to  1935. 

I  record  the  shifting  of  the  Health  Department  to  more  commodious 
premises  in  Hart  Road,  and  the  inauguration  of  a  new  scheme  for  the  care 
of  mothers  before  and  after  confinement  by  a  private  doctor  of  their  own 
choice. 


Scarlet  Fever,  which  achieved  epidemic  dimensions  in  December, 
1934,  continued  its  course  and  character  well  into  1935,  and  came  to  a 
gradual  end  in  July,  although  small  sporadic  outbreaks  kept  recurring 
until  the  end  of  the  year.  A  reference  to  the  tables  in  the  body  of  the 
report  will  show  the  very  wide-spread  nature  of  the  attack. 

Diphtheria  also  showed  a  fairly  high  incidence,  increasing  towards 
the  end  of  the  year,  and  as  I  reported  in  last  year’s  Annual  Report,  the 
type  of  disease  was  severe  in  form. 

Infectious  diseases  took  a  heavier  toll  amongst  the  people  than 
last  year,  cancer  deaths  showed  a  slight  decrease,  heart  disease  an  increase, 
and  pneumonia  a  welcome  fall  in  the  death  rate. 
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There  is  a  drop  in  the  Marriage  Rate,  but  an  increase  in  all  the 
following  rates — Birth  Rate,  Death  Rate  and  Infantile  Mortality  Rate. 

The  Registrar-General  estimates  a  fall  in  the  population  of  some 
50  individuals,  and  local  statistics  show  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses. 

I  have  given  a  short  resume  of  the  more  important  statistics,  but 
would  recommend  a  closer  perusal  of  the  body  of  the  report  for  a  more 
intimate  knowledge  of  the  various  activities  of  the  Health  Department. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
help  and  interest  in  maintaining  the  health  services  of  the  borough  at  their 
present  high  level,  and  I  also  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  my  fellow 
officers  for  their  continued  help  and  support,  and  my  staff  for  their  zeal 
and  loyalty.

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.

The  Health  Visitors  do  a  certain  amount  of  home  nursing  in  cases 
of  pneumonia,  ophthalmia  neonatorum  and  puerperal  fever.

The  work  of  the  midwives  was  satisfactorily  carried  out  during  the 
year.  Thirty-two  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practise  in  the  area, 
and  their  supervision  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Lady  Assistant  Medical 
Officer.

GRANTULLY  MATERNITY  HOME. 

The  figures  for  1935  show  a  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  admitted, 
but  it  must  be  remembered  that  following  an  outbreak  of  Puerperal  Sepsis 
in  the  Home  we  evacuated  the  wards  and  closed  the  Home  for  over  a 
month.  During  this  period  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  do  certain  repairs 
and  renovations. 

In  connection  with  the  outbreak  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  in  spite 
of  a  very  prolonged  and  severe  illness  in  one  or  two  of  the  cases,  all  recovered 
completely. 

The  septic  cases  were  immediately  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
and  all  fit  to  go  home  were  sent  out  early  to  their  own  homes,  where  they 
were  followed  up  in  case  anything  untoward  should  develop.  Three  cases 
were  admitted  from  Grantully  and  one  case  which  developed  a  temperature 
on  removal  to  her  own  home. 

The  nursing  staff  who  proved  to  be  carrying  infection  in  their 
throats  or  noses  were  immediately  put  off  duty,  and  those  still  on  duty 
were  swabbed  daily.  Cases  remaining  in  the  Home  were  discharged  as 
soon  as  it  was  possible  to  remove  them,  until  we  had  the  Home  completely 
empty. 

This  prompt  action,  in  my  opinion,  saved  the  Home  from  a  much 
more  serious  outbreak,  for,  it  should  be  understood,  the  beds  at  the  time 
were  fully  occupied. 

The  circumstances  and  details  of  the  cases,  and  their  progress,  were 
communicated  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  due  course,  and  the  Maternity 
Home  was  able  to  get  a  fresh  start, as  free  from  any  infection  as  it  was  human¬ 
ly  possible  to  get  it. 

It  was  interesting  to  note  that  there  was  no  falling  off  in  the  numbers 
of  mothers  applying  for  admission,  and  many  were  anxious  that  the  work 
should  be  restarted  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.

The  Public  Assistance  Committee  maintain  a  Home  for  children 
in  Blakelock  Road,  and  15  boys  and  15  girls  are  accommodated,  under 
the  care  of  a  Lady  Superintendent  and  two  foster  mothers. 

During  1935  the  highest  number  of  children  in  residence  was  12, 
and  the  lowest  10.  None  of  these  children  were  chargeable  to  outside 
authorities.

CHILD  WELFARE  CLINICS. 

The  regular  attendances  at  the  various  Welfare  Centres  continued 
throughout  the  year.  An  endeavour  has  been  made  to  keep  in  touch  with 
all  children  until  they  reach  school  age,  either  at  the  centres  or  by  legular 
visits  by  the  health  visitor  to  the  home. 

The  percentage  of  babies  attending  the  centres  who  are  breast  fed 
regularly  for  at  least  six  months  has  increased  gradually  during  the  last 
few  years  ;  the  incidence  of  rickets  is  as  high  as  before.  The  cases  of  rickets 
have  occurred  in  equal  numbers  amongst  breast  fed  and  bottle  fed  babies, 
which  points  to  the  fact  that  breast  feeding  is  only  of  advantage  to  the 
child  when  the  diet  of  the  expectant  and  nursing  mother  is  adequate  in 
amount  and  correct  in  quality. 

U.V.R.  CLINIC. 

Full  use  of  the  Ultra-Violet  Lamp  has  been  made  by  the  Welfare 
Clinics  and  the  School  Clinic.  The  benefit  of  this  treatment  to  the  general 
health  of  a  child  is  so  obvious  that  a  mother  will  ask  for  sunlight  treatment, 
and  take  the  child  regularly  at  some  inconvenience  to  herself,  with  full 
confidence  in  the  result,

ANTE  NATAL  CLINIC. 

The  Ante-natal  Clinic  has  continued  at  Mill  House  every  week. 
Patients  have  attended  regularly.  The  benefit  of  dental  treatment  to  the 
health  of  some  mothers  was  noticeable. 

In  co-operation  with  the  midwives,  I  have  been  able  to  arrange  for 
admission  to  the  Maternity  Home,  in  cases  where  the  health  of  the  mother 
or  unsuitable  home  conditions,  made  it  desirable. 


ANTE  NATAL  SCHEME. 

During  1935,  455  cases  booked  by  midwives  were  notified  to  Doctors 
for  examination. 

Doctors  reported  on  100  of  these  cases,  after  ante-natal  examination, 
and  also  on  20  of  their  private  cases.  Reports  were  also  received  on  16 
cases  after  post-natal  examination.

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TUBERCULOSIS  CLINIC. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  routine  of  this  Clinic,  which  is 
held  at  Mill  House,  Stranton,  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoons.  In 
addition  the  first  Wednesday  morning  in  each  month  is  reserved  mainly 
for  examination  of  “contacts”  and  children  suffering  from  tubercular 
infections. 

The  table  given  on  Page  22  reveals  little  change  from  the  previous 
3’ear,  apart  from  the  falling  off  in  the  number  of  home  visits  regarding 
dispensary  cases.  This  can  be  accounted  for  by  illness  amongst  the  staff, 
but  augmenting  of  the  latter  may  confidently  be  expected  to  increase  the 
number  of  visits  during  the  ensuing  year. 

While  the  number  of  radiological  examinations  carried  out  is  far 
from  satisfactory,  the  ready  co-operation  of  this  department  with  the  local 
hospitals  has  facilitated  matters  considerably.  Recently  a  point  has 
been  made  of  obtaining  such  a  report  on  every  case  attending  the  tubercul¬ 
osis  dispensary,  and  this  has  greatly  assisted  in  the  accuracy  of  diagnosis 
in  many  cases. 

The  efficiency  of  the  dispensary  scheme  in  this  town  is  due  in  no 
small  measure  to  the  part  played  by  the  medical  practitioners.  To  them 
my  thanks  are  due  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation. 

TUBERCULOSIS  STATISTICS. 

The  tuberculosis  statistical  records  are  given  in  the  following  pages 
and  in  Appendices  Nos.  21  and  23  to  27. 

Analysis  of  Appendix  24  shows  that  the  number  of  new  cases  is 
approximately  identical  with  that  of  the  previous  year.  It  is  to  be  noted, 
however,  that  the  disease  predominated  in  the  male  sex  in  pulmonary  and 
meningeal  infection,  and  that  the  incidence  of  tubercular  joint  infection 
was  twice  that  of  1934. 

The  outstanding  feature  in  Appendix  25  is  that  the  number  of  deaths 
total  71  as  against  67  in  the  previous  year.  Thus  for  the  second  con¬ 
secutive  year  the  number  of  deaths  show's  a  small  but  definite  increase. 

Appendix  27  is  more  satisfactory.  The  number  of  deaths  occurring 
within  six  months  of  notification  has  dropped  considerably,  with  a  corres¬ 
pondingly  larger  number  in  the  2  to  5  year  zone  from  time  of  notification.

MALE  CLINIC. 

The  following  pages  referring  to  the  work  carried  out  at  the  Male 
Clinic,  reveal  some  interesting  features. 

Firstly,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  there  is  a  30%  drop  in  the  number  of 
new  cases  dining  the  past  year.  This  may  imply  more  patients  availing 
themselves  of  medical  aid  other  than  at  the  V.D. Clinic,  or  a  natural  decline 
in  the  incidence  of  the  disease. 

The  “defaulter  rate5'  alluded  to  in  last  year’s  report  has  shown  a 
marked  increase,  and  in  previous  reports  emphasis  has  been  laid  on  the 
increasing  gravity  of  this  problem.  Apart  from  the  danger  to  themselves, 
defaulting  patients  are  a  potential  source  of  infection  to  others. 

It  would  appear  that  educational  propaganda  has  failed,  and  com¬ 
pulsory  legislation  as  applied  to  venereal  diseases  or  some  such  drastic 
procedure  would  seem  to  be  the  only  likely  solution  to  this  problem. 


FEMALE  CLINIC. 

The  figures  for  the  female  cases  attending  the  Clinic  show  little 
change  this  year. 


The  majority  of  the  patients  attend  regularly,  particularly  the 
children,  whose  parents  appear  to  realise  that  the  treatment  necessitates 
the  child’s  attendance  regularly  over  a  long  period.

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The  Borough  Engineer  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the  following 
information  regarding  the  controlled  tip  at  High  Springw^ell  Farm. 

The  area  is  divided  into  strips  60  feet  in  width  with  banks  at  an 
angle  of  approximately  40  degrees.  Each  strip  is  pegged  out  and  is  provided 
with  ‘level  pegs”  to  which  the  men  work. 

The  refuse  is  brought  to  the  site  in  motor  lorries  and  is  tipped  in 
layers  of  about  6  ft.  deep.  The  contents  of  each  vehicle  are  tipped  on  the 
upper  level  just  clear  of  the  front  back  of  the  particular  strip  on  which 
work  is  being  done  and  the  advance  of  the  slope  is  kept  by  tipping  successive 
loads  side  by  side  along  the  front.  In  this  way  the  tracks  of  the  vehicles 
cover  the  whole  of  the  60  feet  width  and  each  6  ft.  layer  gets  wTell  and  evenly 
consolidated. 

The  tipping  is  controlled  by  a  man  who  directs  each  vehicle  to  the 
point  w  here  it  is  to  tip  and  the  route  it  has  to  take  drawing  out. 

Men  deal  with  the  contents  of  each  load  in  the  following  manner  : — 
All  carpets,  beds  and  similar  articles  are  taken  out  and  burned.  Broken 
glass  and  earthenware  articles  are  placed  at  the  bottom  of  the  tip  so  as  to 
prevent  them  appearing  afterwards  on  the  surface.  Ashes  and  other  suit¬ 
able  materials  are  used  for  covering  each  6  ft.  layer. 

The  greatest  care  is  taken  to  carry  out  the  tipping  in  a  tidy  manner. 
Each  night  the  particular  day’s  tippings  are  covered, thus  completely  seal¬ 
ing  up  the  tip,  and  thereby  preventing  any  refuse  from  being  exposed.

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HOUSING. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  1935 
was  17,430,  with  a  population  of  71,500.  This  gives  a  figure  of  4  •  1 0  persons 
per  house. 

In  1935,  360  houses  and  12  houses  and  shops  were  built  by  private 
enterprise. 

Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  in  connection  with  the  district  known  as 
Old  Town  were  completed,  and  two  other  clearance  areas  were  dealt  with — 
Lees  Place  and  Southburn  Terrace,  and  Wood  Street. 

Properties  in  Stranton  were  dealt  with  as  individual  properties  and 
undertakings  agreed  upon,  to  rase  the  buildings  to  the  first  floor  only. 
This  has  left  a  definite  eyesore,  which  we  are  unable  to  deal  with  under 
any  of  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

A  systematic  programme  has  been  adopted  of  bringing  up  five 
individual  houses  for  demolition  or  closing  at  each  meeting  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  five  cases  of  owners  to  appear  before  the  Committee  to  show 
cause  why  the  houses  should  not  be  demolished  ;  thus,  running  alongside 
our  Clearance  Area  programme,  we  have  a  much  speedier  campaign  dealing 
with  individual  properties. 

Although  the  various  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  and  Clearance 
Schemes  have  gone  through,  the  programme  is  not  sufficiently  far  ad¬ 
vanced  to  rehouse  the  families  concerned.  This  lag  is  unfortunate,  and 
people  are  compelled  through  circumstances  over  which  they  have  little 
control  to  live  in  property  which  has  been  condemned.  It  is  a  difficult 
matter  to  persuade  an  owner,  although  he  may  receive  rent,  to  spend  any 
sum  on  repairs  to  make  a  house  even  watertight,  when  he  knows  that  the 
days  of  the  house  are  numbered,  and  that  his  only  expectation  is  site  value. 

During  the  year  eight  houses  were  demolished  and  no  closing  orders 
were  made. 

203  houses  were  affected  by  our  operations  under  the  Housing  Acts, 
Sec.  1  and  2,  etc.,  affecting  260  families  and  979  individuals.

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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  story  for  1935  is  simply  a  continuation  of  the  heavy  incidence 
of  Scarlet  Fever  sent  us  in  the  latter  part  of  1934. 

A  decided  improvement  took  place  towards  the  end  of  June,  and 
apart  from  a  few  sporadic  outbreaks  widely  scattered  throughout  the 
borough,  the  epidemic  was  over. 

Insidiously  the  number  of  Diphtheria  notifications  kept  on  increas¬ 
ing,  till  a  total  of  203  cases  was  reported  for  the  year.  The  type  remained 
severe. 


In  connection  with  the  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  a  campaign  of  im¬ 
munisation  was  started.  Free  treatment  was  given  in  the  Child  Welfare 
Centres,  and  literature  and  propaganda  instituted.  This  was  towards  the 
end  of  the  year,  and  the  idea  was  to  ascertain  what  response  we  should  get 
before  introducing  it  into  the  schools. 

Concurrently,  all  scarlet  fever  cases  below  8  years  of  age  were  being 
immunised  in  Hospital,  where  results  and  reactions  were  being  closely 
watched. 

Table  23  shows  the  number  and  types  of  the  various  infectious 
diseases  occurring  in  the  town,  and  a  table  showing  the  work  of  the  Isolation 
Hospital  follows  immediately.
